and 
died 
shortly

oclock 
Tuesday morning 
Stokes 
who says he is not yet 21 
years old made his escape following 
the shooting with the weapon of the 
wounded officer and after emptying 
the pistol at a small 
posse of citi ¬ 
zens 
who 
pursued 
him 
thereby 
causing 
them 
to 
abandon 
the at 
tempt 
to capture him returned to 
the place 
where 
the shooting 
oc 
cuired and submitted to capture by 
Louis Nash and George Wilson 
He 
says he went back to get his watch 
During the running 
battle after 
the wounding of the officer Stokes 
was struck by bullets twice 
but es ¬ 
caped with slight wounds 
One shot 
struck him at the point of the right 
ear and another grazed the fingers 
of his right hand 
He has also a 
broken hand 
which he 
claims 
was 
inflicted by Woods before he wrest ¬ 
ed the weapon 
from the officer 
in

Woods was shot through the face 
with his own weapon 
the bullet en- 
tering

Woods was notified
